> In your response to the 1.105 requirement, I didn't notice any actual references cited beyond 
mention of related applications and a web site, which you do not need to put on an Information 
Disclosure Statement (IDS) unless you want such references listed on the front of any patent that 
might ultimately result from the instant application. (For any foreign patents/applications and Non- 
Patent Literature submitted in an IDS, a copy of each must be submitted with the IDS.) You do not 
have to submit references in an Information Disclosure Statement (IDS) in response to a request for 
information under 37 CFR 1.105. Also, when an applicant does submit references in direct response 
to a 1.105 request, the normal IDS fees are waived (although payment for extensions of time may still 
be applicable). Since you have already responded to the request for information under 37 CFR 

1 ,105, you will probably be charged for future submissions of an IDS. The examiners are not 
responsible for charging the fees. We have Legal Instrument Examiners who do this, so I have no 

direct control over which fees are and are not charged.
